THE BRUSSELS HOARD 


This selection of 101 rarities from the Brussels Hoard has been chosen to celebrate the publication, 
jointly by Baldwin’s and the British Numismatic Society, of the definitive study of the hoard by Ron 
Churchill and Bob Thomas. The Brussels Hoard of 1908, the Long Cross Coinage of Henry III sets out to 
analyse the approximately 34,500 coins which remained at Baldwin’s at the commencement of the study. 
Represented here are coins from all the mints and at least one coin from every provincial moneyer. 
Numbers of coins quoted are the numbers recorded during the research, and 

do not necessarily reflect the numbers of pieces actually remaining in our THE BRUSSELS HOARD 
hands. As the new study proposes a new classification of the series, only the of 1908 
Churchill & Thomas (Brussels) classification has been used by the cataloguer. 
The book is available now, priced £50 (postage extra). 


Future auctions will contain further groups of rarites. The “rank and file” of 
the Hoard will be offered for sale at fixed prices in a Fixed Price List, which 
should be ready early in 2013. Coins will be listed by their “Brussels” reference 
numbers with full reverse legends with a selection illustrated. Coins supplied 
will be selected by Baldwin’s from those available. Grades are generally very 
fine or better, most of the poorer coins having been melted in the 1920s. Please 
let us know if you would like to receive a copy of this list when it is ready.

(b) following our re-assessment of the Lot, you agree to be bound by 
our decision as to whether or not the Lot is a Forgery. 


TAY You shall not be entitled to a refund for a Forgery if: 


(a) the grounds for claiming that the Lot is a Forgery is based 
primarily on a difference of opinion between us and a third party providing 
coin grading services; 


(b) the grounds for claiming that the Lot is a Forgery is by reason of 
any damage and/or restoration and/or modification work of any nature;

then the sale of the Lot will be rescinded so that it is cancelled and we will 
refund the Purchase Price to you in full. 


7.7. Your right to return the Lot and receive a refund of the Hammer Price 
under the Guarantee is your sole remedy against us, our agents and sub- 
contractors and/or the Seller for a Forgery.
